To  the  Holders  of  University  of  Illinois  Revenue  Bonds: 

Submitted  herewith  is  the  Annual  Financial  Report  of  Auxiliary  Services  of  the 
University  of  Illinois  for  the  fiscal  year  which  ended  June  30,  1964.  This  report 
supplements  the  schedules  presented  in  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Comptroller. 

The  first  eleven  pages  give  summary  information  on  housing  operations  at  Urbana- 
Champaign.  These  are  followed  by  descriptions  and  financial  statements  of  the 
various  housing  bond  issues,  arranged  chronologically  by  date  of  issue.  Following  the 
housing  reports  are  statements  and  descriptive  material  about  the  Assembly  Hall 
Revenue  Bonds,  the  Illini  Union  and  Health  Center  Bonds,  and  the  Student  Services 
Building  Bonds. 

During  the  year  the  University  issued  the  Congress  Circle  Revenue  Bonds  to  pro- 
vide for  a  union  building  and  parking  facilities  which  are  now  under  construction  at 
the  new  Chicago  campus,  and  the  first  report  of  the  issue  is  included,  beginning  on 
page  98.  In  order  to  present  a  complete  report  on  all  outstanding  bond  issues  on  all 
three  campuses  of  the  University,  a  section  has  been  added  (page  94)  on  the  Col- 
lege of  Medicine,  Dentistry,  and  Pharmacy  Revenue  Bonds  of  1951. 

The  University  of  Illinois  provides  housing,  food,  recreational,  and  cultural  facili- 
ties for  its  students  at  Urbana-Champaign  through  the  Office  of  Auxiliary  Services. 
This  Office  was  established  in  January,  1960,  to  coordinate  the  activities  of  the  Hous- 
ing Division  (including  the  Central  Food  Stores  and  Snack  Bar),  the  Assembly  Hall, 
and  the  Illini  Union.  The  University  has  thus  been  able  to  realize  maximum  value 
through  integrating  the  use  and  scheduling  of  these  facilities. 

All  student  residence  halls  and  apartments  at  Urbana-Champaign  either  were 
constructed  under  the  Housing  Revenue  Bond  "open  end"  Resolution  adopted 
December  18,  1958,  as  supplemented,  or  their  income  will  be  pledged  under  that 
Resolution  when  existing  indebtedness  is  retired. 

The  financial  statements  for  the  past  year  have  been  examined  by  Lybrand,  Ross 
Bros.  &  Montgomery,  and  their  report  is  included  herein. 

If  you  have  questions  concerning  any  of  the  statements  in  this  report,  or  if  you 
wish  further  information,  I  shall  be  pleased  to  furnish  this  information.

Housing  Division  —  Introduction 

USE  OF  RESIDENCE  HALLS 

The  University  operated  twenty-three  graduate  and  undergraduate  residence  halls 
on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  which  had  a  normal  capacity  of  8,204  single  stu- 
dents during  the  1963-64  fiscal  year.  The  residence  halls  provide  sleeping-study 
rooms,  lounges,  recreation  and  meeting  rooms  and,  in  most  of  the  halls,  food  service 
for  the  students.  A  telephone  is  located  in  each  room  of  the  residence  halls.  The 
residence  hall  phone  system  is  part  of  the  University  "Centrex"  system  which  permits 
direct  distance  dialing  to  any  place  in  the  world.  The  halls  were  operated  at  or  near 
capacity  for  the  nine  months  of  the  academic  year.  During  the  1963-64  academic 
year,  residence  halls  operated  at  an  average  occupancy  level  of  94.42  per  cent.  The 
first  semester  average  occupancy  level  was  98.37  per  cent  while  the  second  semester 
average  was  88.82  per  cent. 

The  facilities  are  used  extensively  during  the  three  summer  months  and  at  vacation 
periods  throughout  the  academic  year  to  house  and  feed  guests  at  the  University 
attending  conferences,  short  courses,  and  the  eight-week  summer  session.  At  times 
during  the  vacation  periods,  the  buildings  are  closed  for  thorough  cleaning,  decorat- 
ing, and  special  maintenance  work. 

APARTMENT  AND  HOUSE  OCCUPANCY 

Apartments  and  houses  are  leased  on  a  twelve  months'  basis  and  for  the  most  part 
are  occupied  the  entire  year.  Married  students  and  staff  members  tend  to  stay  on 
campus  the  year  round,  and  those  who  do  leave  during  the  summer  sublease  their 
apartments  to  families  who  are  on  the  campus  only  for  the  summer  months.  As  a 
result,  the  year-round  occupancy  figures  are  relatively  high.  During  the  1963-64 
fiscal  year,  the  occupancy  was  97.75  per  cent  of  capacity. 


FOOD  SERVICE 


Six  permanent  food  service  units,  plus  one  temporary  unit,  provide  twenty  meals 
per  week  for  most  residence  hall  occupants.  Each  of  the  units  has  several  dining 
areas,  and  all  but  one  of  the  kitchens  has  the  capacity  to  serve  over  1,000  students. 
This  figure  permits  maximum  operating  efficiency. 

The  Snack  Bar  which  is  located  in  a  complex  of  approximately  4,500  students 
provided  service  to  more  than   1,000,000  customers  during  the  1963-64  fiscal  year. 

The  Central  Food  Stores  provided  food  for  some  7,500  students  during  the  fiscal 
year  1963-64.  All  in  all,  over  5,000,000  meals  were  served  at  the  halls  during  the 
year,  and  everything  but  bread  and  dairy  products  was  provided  by  the  Central  Food 
Stores.  During  the  summer  months  when  activity  slackens  off,  employees  in  Central 
Food  Stores  process  and  fabricate  items  for  use  during  the  academic  year.  This  has 
effected  substantial  savings  in  the  over-all  food  service  operation. 

The  Central  Food  Stores,  with  cooperation  from  the  Animal  Science  Department 
of  the  University,  carries  on  a  continual  research  program  to  find  ways  to  improve 
the  quality  and  quantity  of  meat  served  to  students  in  the  residence  halls  at  less  cost.

FINANCING  OF  FACILITIES 


All  facilities  constructed  after  1950  have  been  financed  entirely  through  borrowed 
funds.  The  three  residence  hall  groups,  the  two  apartment  groups,  and  the  thirty 
staff  houses  constructed  prior  to  1951  were  financed  through  a  combination  of  funds 
appropriated  by  the  State  Legislature  and  borrowed  funds.  All  of  the  bond  issues  now 
outstanding  are  revenue  bonds  issued  under  the  authority  of  Chapter  144,  Section  48. 
1-48.7  of  the  Illinois  Revised  Statutes,  except  for  the  first  unit  of  the  student-staff 
apartments,  which  is  a  mortgage  bond  obligation  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
Foundation. 

All  of  the  revenue  bonds,  as  well  as  the  mortgage  bond,  which  were  issued  prior 
to  1956  are  being  liquidated  solely  from  the  operating  income  of  the  halls.  Subse- 
quent bond  issues  provide  that  student  fees  and  tuitions  may  be  used  to  supplement 
operating  income  wherever  necessary  to  meet  debt  service  obligations. 

The  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1958,  Series  A  &  B,  were  the  first  bonds  issued 
under  an  "open  end"  Resolution  adopted  December  18,  1958.  All  housing  revenue 
bonds  sold  since  1958  and  all  future  housing  issues  are  being  issued  under  Supple- 
mental Resolutions  to  the  original  Resolution  in  order  to  provide  for  operating 
economies  without  impairing  individual  coverage.  The  income  from  all  projects 
constructed  prior  to  1958,  except  the  Race  and  Florida  houses,  is  pledged  under  the 
Resolution  as  supplemented  after  existing  indebtedness  is  paid  in  full. 


PHILOSOPHY  OF  OPERATIONS 

All  housing  facilities,  plus  the  Central  Food  Stores  and  Snack  Bar,  included  in 
this  report  are  operated  on  the  sound  business  principle  that  each  generation  of  stu- 
dents must  pay  its  share  of  building  cost  as  well  as  current  operating  expenses. 

The  University's  policy  is  to  maintain  rental  rates  adequate  to  provide  sufficient 
funds  to  cover  operating  expenses,  debt  service,  and  such  additional  margins  as  will 
protect  bondholders'  equities  under  all  circumstances. 


On  the  other  hand,  it  is  recognized  that  it  would  be  unfair  to  charge  rents  in  excess 
of  the  margin  needed  for  adequate  protection.  Such  high  rental  rates  would  result 
in  today's  students  paying  for  benefits  that  will  be  enjoyed  by  succeeding  generations. 

As  a  result  of  the  high  standard  of  maintenance  at  the  University,  the  useful  life  of 
all  buildings  is  far  in  excess  of  the  maximum  period  that  any  loan  is  outstanding.  To 
provide  funds  for  the  amortization  of  a  loan  over  a  shorter  period  of  time  than  the 
life  of  the  building,  without  raising  rental  rates  above  a  reasonable  level,  the  Univer- 
sity is  authorized  to  supplement  rental  income  through  the  use  of  student  fees  and 
tuition.  The  University,  through  the  use  of  student  fees,  is  making  an  investment  in 
facilities  which  will  be  repaid  by  students  living  in  the  halls  after  the  indebtedness  is 
retired. 

Under  its  "generation  pro  rata"  rental  policy,  the  University  has  been  able  to 
maintain  continuous  coverage  of  more  than  1.35  times  the  debt  service  requirements 
(see  page  15).  A  debt  service  coverage  of  1.35  is  required  in  order  to  issue  addi- 
tional bonds. 


FINANCIAL  OPERATIONS 

A  comparative  combined  statement  of  income  and  expense  and  funds  available 
for  debt  service  for  the  last  four  years  of  all  housing  facilities  described  in  this  report 
is  shown  in  detail  on  pages  14  and  15.  Also,  a  comparative  combined  balance  sheet 
showing  the  financial  position  of  all  operations  as  of  June  30,  1964,  and  June  30, 
1963,  is  shown  on  page  13. 

Total  assets  as  of  June  30,  1964,  amounted  to  $62,217,260  of  which  $2,451,004 
was  current  funds  cash.  The  current  assets  amounted  to  $3,151,205  as  compared 
with  current  liabilities  of  $1,514,711.  Reserves  for  repairs  and  replacement  of 
furnishings  and  equipment,  building  maintenance,  and  accident  compensation  were 
$1,583,350.  Bonds  payable  amounted  to  $46,725,077.  This  represents  an  increase  of 
$3,350,783  in  indebtedness  over  June  30,  1963.  During  the  year  housing  revenue 
bonds  totaling  $4,100,000  were  issued  while  total  housing  indebtedness  retired 
amounted  to  $749,217. 

The  current  year's  operations  resulted  in  gross  income  of  $9,524,423  compared 
with  expenses  of  $7,597,343,  leaving  $1,927,080  available  for  debt  service.  In  addi- 
tion, $1,282,000  was  pledged  from  student  fees  and  tuition,  $9,869  was  transferred 
from  other  operations,  and  $76,033  was  available  from  income  from  sinking  fund 
investments,  making  total  funds  of  $3,294,982  available  for  debt  service.  Under  the 
bond  resolutions  the  amount  of  student  fees  actually  withheld  is  limited  to  the 
amount  actually  needed  to  meet  operating  expenses  and  debt  service  requirements. 
Actual  fees  used  were  $606,244.  The  debt  service  requirement  of  $1,872,133  was 
earned  1.76  times.  The  main  reason  for  a  decrease  in  coverage  over  last  year's  figure 
of  1.81  was  due  to  a  higher  operating  cost  per  resident  from  the  preceding  year  with 
no  offsetting  increase  in  rental  rates.  The  University  wishes  to  keep  its  rates  as  low 
as  possible  so  long  as  adequate  protection  for  bond  holders  is  maintained.  It  is 
proud  of  the  fact  that  no  increase  in  rental  rates  in  undergraduate  residence  halls 
has  been  necessary  since  1959. 


WHERE  TODAYS  STUDENT  LIVES 

Student  enrolment  on  the  Urbana-Champaign  campus  has  increased  each  of  the 
last  seven  years.  The  enrolment  for  the  first  semester  of  1963-64  was  25,611,  an 
increase  of  1,442  students  over  the  first  semester  of  the  previous  year  and  represents 
an  increase  of  just  under  6  percent  in  enrolment.  Enrolment  for  the  second 
semester  of  1963-64  was  23,984,  an  increase  of  1,494  over  the  previous  year. 

The  chart  below  provides  a  breakdown  of  all  types  of  accommodations  and  num- 
bers of  students  housed  in  each.

CONSTRUCTION 

To  meet  present  and  projected  enrolment  increases,  the  University  of  Illinois  in 
1956  started  a  building  program  for  the  construction  of  housing  facilities  over  a 
seven-year  period.  This  program  was  revised  late  in  1958  to  extend  the  period 
covered  to  1965  and  to  take  into  account  changes  in  available  housing  facilities  and 
future  enrolment  estimates.  The  following  table  shows  the  status  of  the  program  at 
the  present  time.

We  have  examined  the  accompanying  balance  sheets,  statements  of  income  and 
expense  and  statements  of  sinking  fund  for  interest  and  retirement  of  indebtedness 
of  certain  housing  units,  the  Illini  Union  and  Health  Center,  the  Assembly  Hall, 
the  Student  Services  Building,  the  Medical  Center,  and  Chicago  Circle  of  the  UNI- 
VERSITY OF  ILLINOIS  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1964.  Our  examination  was 
made  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards,  and  accordingly  in- 
cluded such  tests  of  the  accounting  records  and  such  other  auditing  procedures  as 
we  considered  necessary  in  the  circumstances. 

In  our  opinion,  the  aforementioned  financial  statements  present  fairly  the  financial 
positions  of  the  indicated  entities  as  of  June  30,  1964,  and  the  results  of  their  opera- 
tions for  the  year  then  ended,  in  conformity  with  generally  accepted  accounting 
principles  applied  on  a  basis  consistent  with  that  of  the  preceding  year. 

We  have  similarly  examined  the  accompanying  schedules  of  tuitions  used  for  bond 
issues,  bonds  payable,  debt  service  requirements,  occupancy,  rental  rates,  and  reserves 
for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1964,  and  in  our  opinion  such  schedules  present  fairly 
the  information  stated  therein. 

In  making  the  examination  described  herein,  we  obtained  no  knowledge  of  any 
default  by  the  University  of  Illinois  in  the  fulfillment  of  any  of  the  terms,  covenants, 
provisions  or  conditions  of  the  resolutions  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  authorizing  the 
bond  issues  relating  to  the  various  units  whose  financial  statements  are  included  in 
this  report.

The  average  occupancy  level  of  the  Fourth  Street  Halls  (Barton,  Clark,  Lundgren, 
Flagg,  and  Noble)  and  the  Busey-Evans  Halls  was  75.94  per  cent  during  the  1963-64 
academic  year.  The  first  semester  average  occupancy  level  was  93.69  per  cent,  and 
during  the  second  semester,  the  percentage  decreased  to  58.19  per  cent  in  accordance 
with  the  University's  policy  of  concentrating  vacancies  to  the  greatest  extent  possible 
in  order  to  reduce  total  operating  expenses  and  to  provide  space  for  conference  use. 
The  Fourth  Street  Halls  were  used  to  consolidate  vacancies  for  all  women  and  part 
of  the  men  because  there  is  more  than  one-half  million  dollars  reserve  in  the  sink- 
ing fund  for  the  retirement  of  bonds. 

The  current  year's  financial  operation  resulted  in  gross  income  of  $984,650  com- 
pared with  expenses  of  $811,716,  leaving  a  net  operating  income  of  $172,934.  The 
net  operating  income  of  $172,934  plus  income  from  sinking  fund  investments  of 
$17,200  amounted  to  $190,134  available  for  debt  service.  The  debt  service  require- 
ment of  $90,569  was  earned  2.10  times  as  compared  with  1.28  the  previous  year.

The  average  occupancy  level  of  Allen  Residence  was  100.30  per  cent  during  the 
1963-64  academic  year.  The  first  semester  average  occupancy  level  was  100.60  per 
cent,  and  during  the  second  semester  the  percentage  decreased  to  100.00  per  cent. 
Students  were  assigned  to  lounge  space  on  a  temporary  basis  the  first  semester,  the 
same  as  in  Lincoln  Avenue  Residence,  thus  causing  an  occupancy  level  above  100 
per  cent. 

The  current  year's  financial  operations  resulted  in  gross  income  of  $655,277  com- 
pared with  expenses  of  $485,864  leaving  $169,413  available  for  debt  service.  In  addi- 
tion $68,750  was  available  from  student  fees  and  tuitions  (no  fees  were  required  and 
withheld)  and  $11,297  from  sinking  fund  investments,  making  a  total  of  $249,460 
available  for  debt  service.  Thus  the  total  available  was  1.95  times  the  debt  service 
requirement  of  $127,779  as  compared  with  1.41  for  the  previous  year.

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THE  HOUSING  REVENUE  BOND  FUND  GROUP 

(Issued  Pursuant  to  the  "Open  End"  Resolution  Dated  December   18,   1958) 

The  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1958,  Series  A  and  B,  were  the  first  bonds  issued 
under  an  "open  end"  Resolution  adopted  December  18,  1958.  The  seven  issues  of 
Housing  Revenue  Bonds  sold  in  1959,  1960,  1962,  and  1964,  and  all  future  housing 
issues  are  being  issued  under  supplemental  Resolutions  to  the  original  Resolution. 
After  the  obligations  incurred  by  all  of  the  housing  bond  issues  included  in  this  report 
except  the  Staff  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1949  have  been  paid  in  full,  the  revenues 
derived  from  the  operation  of  these  facilities  are  pledged  for  the  purpose  of  securing 
the  payments  of  the  obligations  issued  pursuant  to  the  Resolution  as  supplemented. 

All  bonds  issued  under  the  December  18,  1958,  Resolution  and  the  supplements 
thereto  are  rated  "A"  by  Standard  and  Poor's. 

The  nine  projects  under  the  "open  end"  Resolution  that  were  in  operation  in 
1963-64  had  a  gross  income  of  $5,600,784  compared  with  expenses  of  $4,588,144, 
leaving  $1,012,640  available  for  debt  service.  Added  to  this  amount  was  $860,000 
from  student  fees  and  tuitions  ($534,516  was  required  and  withheld)  and  $28,981 
from  sinking  funds  investments,  making  a  total  of  $1,901,621  available  for  debt 
service.  Thus  the  total  available  was  1.72  times  the  debt  service  requirement  of 
$1,105,937  as  compared  with  1.99  for  the  previous  year. 

Total  assets  as  of  June  30,  1964,  amounted  to  $38,105,365,  of  which  $871,746  was 
cash  in  the  current  fund.  The  current  assets  amounted  to  $1,442,194  as  compared 
with  current  liabilities  of  $893,304.  Reserves  for  building  maintenance,  repairs  and 
replacement  of  equipment,  and  accident  compensation  were  $548,891  while  bonds 
payable  amounted  to  $34,738,000. 

The  occupancy  level  for  all  properties  under  the  Housing  Revenue  Bond  Group 
was  95.85  per  cent  for  the  fiscal  year  1963-64.

The  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1958,  Series  A  and  B,  were  sold  to  finance  the 
construction  of  three  separate  facilities.  The  Orchard  Place  Apartments  consisting  of 
120  apartments,  for  married  students,  were  completed  and  fully  occupied  in  October, 
1959. 

The  Snack  Bar-Service  Building  was  opened  in  October,  1959.  The  Snack  Bar 
provides  limited  food  service  as  well  as  a  place  for  all  students  in  University  housing 
on  the  Champaign  side  of  campus  to  meet  and  relax.  The  Service  Building  provides 
limited  office  space  and  is  the  mail  distribution  center  for  the  students  of  Peabody 
Drive  Residence  Halls,  Gregory  Drive  Residence  Halls,  Taft  and  Van  Doren  Halls 
and  the  Fourth  Street  Halls. 

The  Central  Food  Stores,  which  became  operational  in  March,  1960,  affords  the 
University  an  opportunity  to  achieve  greater  economy  through  "in  season"  quantity 
purchasing  of  raw  food  and  through  central  fabrication  of  bakery  goods,  cutting  of 
meats,  and  processing  of  raw  vegetables.  This  building  receives,  stores,  fabricates  and 
issues  food  requirements  for  all  of  the  residence  hall  food  service  units.

The  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1959,  Series  C  and  D,  were  sold  to  finance  the 
construction  of  three  residence  halls  and  a  food  service  facility  for  1,494  single  under- 
graduate men.  Two  dormitories  were  opened  in  the  fall  of  1960,  and  the  third  dor- 
mitory, as  well  as  the  food  service  building,  was  opened  in  September,  1961.  The 
construction  funds  on  this  project  were  closed  in  June,  1963,  and  on  July  1,  1963,

This  project  houses  the  student-operated  radio  station  WPGU  which  operates  on  a 
twenty-four-hour-a-day,  seven-day-a-week  basis.

The  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of  1960,  Series  A,  were  sold  to  finance  the  construc- 
tion of  a  residence  hall  for  214  single  graduate  students  and  apartment  units  for  252 
married  students.  The  residence  hall  for  graduate  students  is  an  addition  to  the 
graduate  halls  constructed  from  the  proceeds  of  the  Housing  Revenue  Bonds  of 
1959,  Series  A  and  B.  The  Orchard  Downs  apartments,  consisting  of  126  one- 
bedroom  and  126  two-bedroom  apartments,  and  the  graduate  residence  hall  were 
opened  in  September,  1961.

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INTRODUCTION 

Decades  of  need  and  four  years  of  building  were 
culminated  on  March  2,  1963,  when  the  University 
of  Illinois  Assembly  Hall  opened  its  doors  for  the  first 
time.  More  than  39,000  people  came  that  day;  about 
three-quarters  of  a  million  have  come  since. 

They  have  come  to  see  the  building  itself  and  also 
a  wide  assortment  of  activities  and  events  which 
ranged  from  ballet  to  basketball,  from  Commence- 
ment to  comedy,  all  serving  well  a  particular  need  of 
the  University,  its  community,  and  the  state  as  a 
whole. 

The  Assembly  Hall  has  filled  all  of  the  assign- 
ments given  to  it,  be  they  academic,  athletic,  or 
amusement.  The  construction  and  design  have  passed 
the  test.  Operation  has  confirmed  the  hopes  of  plan- 
ners and  met  the  demands  of  users.  The  building 
functions  as  intended.  It  fills  the  roles  expected,  and 
more. 

This  report  reviews  the  details  of  the  Assembly 
Hall's  initial  full  season  of  operation,  which  was  the 
fiscal  year  of  1963-64.  In  addition,  it  examines  the 
Preview  Season  of  March  to  May,  1963,  as  well  as 
some  of  the  statistics  which  span  the  combined  sixteen 
months  of  operation  ending  with  June,  1964.

The  largest  attendance  recorded  on  a  single  day 
was  the  39,317  of  Open  House  on  March  2,  1963.  The 
largest  paid  attendance  was  32,493  persons  at  the 
second  day's  sessions  of  the  1963  basketball  tourna- 
ment. The  event  drawing  the  smallest  attendance  in 
the  main  arena  was  the  annual  visitation  of  the  mem- 
bers of  the  State  Legislature,  when  120  persons 
attended  an  arena  picnic. 

VISITORS 

In  the  summertime  they  are  families  of  pre-reg- 
istering  students.  Or  they  are  camera-carrying  tourists 
off  U.S.  45. 

In  the  school  months,  they  are  house  guests  of 
faculty  and  townspeople.  They  are  parents  escorted 
by  students  who  boast  about  the  building.  They  are 
distinguished  visitors  to  the  University.  They  are 
school  children  by  the  busload  from  other  towns.  They 
are  women's  clubs  from  Peoria  or  architects  from  Chi- 
cago. 

In  all  they  have  numbered  142,041.  These  are 
the  visitors  who  have  come  to  see  the  Assembly  Hall 
on  days  when  no  activity  is  in  it. 

During  the  fiscal  year  alone  there  were  121,931 
visitors.  They  outnumber  all  of  the  persons  to  whom 
the  University  has  granted  undergraduate  degrees  in 
all  of  its  history  since  1868. 

Seldom  have  there  been  fewer  than  200  persons  a 
day.  Last  summer  the  daily  minimum  was  500.  On 
several  Saturdays  and  holidays  the  totals  have  reached 
2,800  or  3,000.  On  Sundays,  when  the  building  is 
open  only  about  two  hours,  visitors  have  numbered 
as  many  as  2,300  in  rare  cases. 

Many  organized  groups  come  in  tour  parties. 
Sometimes  these  are  arranged  through  the  Campus 
Tour  Office.  In  many  other  cases,  they  simply  appear 
at  the  door.  We  have  accommodated  certain  tour 
parties  at  special  night  hours,  on  weekends,  and  on 
holidays. 
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Visitors  hear  a  description  of  the  building  from  an 
Assembly  Hall  employee  or  from  a  University  guide. 
They  receive  a  leaflet  that  describes  the  building.  A 
guide  is  present  on  weekends  to  answer  questions  and 
point  out  features. 

SCHEDULING 

Approximately  45  weeks  constituted  the  active 
season  ot  the  initial  fiscal  year.  For  eight  summer 
weeks  there  were  no  public  events,  but  construction 
continued. 

Out  of  312  days  of  operating  time:  72  days  were 
devoted  to  102  major  events,  performances,  or  ses- 
sions; 141  days  were  given  over  to  rehearsals,  prac- 
tices, small  meetings,  setting  up  or  taking  down  shows, 
or  converting  the  building  from  one  use  to  another. 
These  activities  generally  made  the  time  unavailable 
for  other  bookings.  On  this  basis  the  Assembly  Hall 
was  in  use  by  major  events  on  23  per  cent  of  the  days. 

For  68  per  cent  of  the  theoretical  time,  it  was  in 
use  for  some  major  or  minor  activities. 

Only  an  approximation  is  given  of  the  Assembly 
Hall's  often  tight  schedule,  since  this  does  not  show 
the  numerous  nights  when  crews  worked  to  convert 
the  building  for  the  next  day's  purposes.  Neither  does 
it  reflect  the  full  effect  of  morning-to-midnight  con- 
ference schedules  or  the  scheduling  of  two  separate 
events  in  a  single  day  or  the  presentation  of  two  or 
three  performances  on  one  day.  Certain  other  days 
were  not  available  to  normal  bookings  because  of 
University  exams  or  vacation  schedules. 


The  chart  below  represents  a  calendar  of  the 
period  from  mid-August,  1963,  to  late  June,  1964. 
Dark  rectangles  indicate  days  of  major  public  events. 
Shaded  rectangles  mark  the  times  of  lesser  events. 
Lined  rectangles  are  days  when  facilities  were  not 
available  because  of  setting  up,  taking  down,  conver- 
sion, or  similar  factors.

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TICKET  PRICES 

Ticket  prices  are  determined  by  the  various  spon- 
soring organizations  which  use  the  Assembly  Hall. 
Those  for  which  the  Assembly  Hall  itself  is  responsible 
have  provided  usually  for  public  rates  ranging  in  four 
steps  from  $3.50  to  $2.00  and  U.  of  I.  student  rates 
ranging  from  $2.50  to  $1.50  for  the  same  seats. 

For  some  events  children's  rates  have  been  added, 
and  for  others  a  group  rate  has  been  established 
between  the  public  and  student  scales. 

These  policies  have  met  with  general  approval, 
and  they  will  be  continued.  Specific  prices  are  deter- 
mined for  each  event  on  the  basis  of  the  expenses  and 
potential  support  involved.  In  the  past  some  prices 
have  been  lower  than  indicated  above;  some  may  be 
higher  or  lower  in  the  future. 

The  Assembly  Hall's  prices  compare  with  ticket 
prices  of  $6.95  for  a  musical  or  $6.60  for  a  drama  in 
Chicago.  New  York  prices  are  higher.  Most  road 
stand  prices  are  scaled  to  $5.50  in  cities  comparable 
to  Champaign-Urbana. 

The  special  design  developed  by  the  Assembly 
Hall  for  its  tickets  has  been  of  interest  to  ticket  printers 
and  other  ticket  buyers.  A  feature  is  that  only  one 
ticket  is  printed  for  each  seat,  yet  that  seat  may  be 
sold  at  any  of  several  prices,  and  full  audit  control  is 
maintained. 

HIGH  SCHOOL  STUDENTS 

A  high  proportion  of  Assembly  Hall  attendance 
has  been  made  up  of  youths  of  high  school  age,  a 
population  group  of  special  interest  to  the  University.

Turnstile  readings  for  these  events  alone  totaled 
112.100.  In  addition,  there  have  been  thousands  of 
high  school  students  attending  many  events  for  the 
general  public  or  coming  as  members  of  visiting  school 
groups  on  field  trips. 

STATEWIDE  DRAWING  POWER 

One  delivery  of  mail  orders  for  an  Assembly  Hall 
show  contained  checks  on  54  different  banks,  most  of 
them  in  different  towns.  Mail  orders  for  Ice  Capades 
in  1963  totaled  21,273  tickets  from  284  different  cities 


and  towns.  In  1964  the  ice  show  mail  orders  came 
from  232  towns.  Included  were  379  orders  from 
Decatur  and  389  from  Danville.  Among  cities  nor- 
mally not  counted  in  this  trade  territory  were  Spring- 
field, 65  orders;  Taylorville,  10;  Effingham,  19; 
Lincoln,  7;  Bloomington,  77;  and  Pana,  6.  Each  of 
these  orders  represented   an  average  of  four  tickets. 

My  Fair  Lady  drew  449  mail  orders.  Allan  Sher- 
man drew  244.  A  student  production  of  Gypsy  pulled 
217. 

The  Assembly  Hall  encourages  mail  orders  from 
other  cities.  We  maintain  a  very  active  mailing  list 
of  more  than  8,500  names.  Most  people  got  on  the 
list  by  ordering  tickets. 

The  Assembly  Hall's  influence  is  strongest  in  the 
area  indicated  on  the  map  below.  Isolated  orders 
come  from  all  other  parts  of  the  state  as  well  as 
neighboring  states.  The  primary  area  involves  nearly 
one  quarter  of  the  state's  counties. 

Undoubtedly  the  University  is  establishing  thou- 
sands of  new  contacts  by  this  avenue,  thus  adding  to 
its  services  for  the  citizens  of  Illinois.

GROUP  TICKET  SALES 

Several  Assembly  Hall  events  have  lent  themselves 
to  the  use  of  group  ticket  sale  plans.  A  special  rate 
is  established  for  tickets  bought  in  quantities.  The 
ticket  prices  generally  have  been  set  at  halfway  be- 
tween those  for  U.  of  I.  students  and  those  for  the 
public. 

Particular  success  has  been  registered  in  group 
sales  at  Chanute  Air  Force  Base.  The  Assembly  Hall 
works  closely  with  Special  Services  and  base  news- 
paper   personnel.    Air  Force  personnel  has  been  out- 


spoken in  its  praise  of  this  evidence  of  good  relation- 
ship between  the  University  and  the  Base. 

Groups  from  high  schools,  junior  high  schools, 
and  grade  schools  have  come  to  My  Fair  Lady  and 
Ice  Capades,  in  particular.  Programs  in  1964-65  will 
lend  themselves  to  more  activity  in  this  area. 

Group  ticket  sales  for  one  Assembly  Hall  attrac- 
tion included  Oakland,  Illinois,  40  people;  Springfield 
Pilot's  Club,  74;  Central  Electronics  employees  of 
Paris,  111;  Atwood-Hammond  High  School,  35;  Illi- 
nois State  University,  Normal,  41  ;  Fairbury-Cropsey 
High  School,  43;  Shirk  Products  employees,  Bloom- 
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ington,  21:  and  Charleston  Community  High  Scliool, 
78. 

The  Assembly  Hall  has  been  in  contact  with 
several  central  Illinois  groups  which  attend  shows  in 
groups,  and  it  is  expected  arrangements  will  be  com- 
pleted with  some  of  them  in  the  future.  They  include 
employees  oi  USI.  Tuscola;  employees  of  State  Farm 
Insurance.  Bloomington;  members  of  the  Passion  Play, 
Bloomington;  and  the  Danville  Light  Opera  Com- 
pany. 

UTILIZATION  BY  STUDENTS 

For  all  events  sponsored  by  the  Assembly  Hall  we 
have  offered  tickets  to  University  students  at  a  re- 
duced rate  and  with  the  privilege  of  buying  tickets 
before  they  are  available  to  the  public.  These  benefits 
to  individual  students  are  in  addition  to  the  priority 
given  to  student  organizations  for  use  of  the  building. 

Usually  the  prices  have  been :

U.  of  I.  Student:   $2.50         $2.00         $1.75         $1.50 

For  My  Fair  Lady  we  sold  3,078  tickets,  or  29 
per  cent,  at  the  student  rate.    For  the  Allan  Sherman 


Show,  5,087,  or  61  per  cent,  were  sold  at  the  student 
rate. 

For  Ice  Capadcs  of  1963,  5,988  tickets,  amounting 
to  1 1  per  cent,  were  sold  at  student  rates.  Additional 
students  were  included  among  the  33,816  persons 
who  paid  the  full  public  price,  because  they  wanted 
to  attend  one  of  the  few  performances  for  which 
lower  rates  could  not  apply. 

For  Ice  Capades  of  1964,  student  ticket  sales  were 
3,281,  or  8  per  cent.  Additional  students  attended 
at  full  public  prices. 

Student  ticket  sales  for  the  proposed  closed  circuit 
television  football  program  reached  81  per  cent  before 
the  program  had  to  be  cancelled  because  of  the 
assassination  of  the  President. 

On  the  basis  of  an  enrollment  of  about  25,600, 
this  means  that  one  student  in  eight  saw  My  Fair 
Lady,  one  in  four  saw  Ice  Capades,  one  in  five  saw 
Allan  Sherman,  and  one  in  three  would  have  seen  TV. 

If  the  16,000  undergraduate  students  were  the 
prime  participants  in  this  activity,  then  one  in  five 
saw  My  Fair  Lady,  one  in  three  saw  Allan  Sherman 
and  Ice  Capades,  while  half  would  have  seen  TV.

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CONVERSIONS 

How  quickly  and  how  costly?  These  were  the 
prime  questions  relative  to  the  conversion  of  the 
Assembly  Hall  to  its  various  purposes  —  theater, 
arena,  auditorium,  exhibit  hall. 

During  the  first  year  we  tightened  our  schedule 
as  experience  directed,  and  reached  the  point  of 
presenting  two  kinds  of  events  on  the  same  day.  Both 
cost  and  time  factors  have  been  low  and  practical. 

One  conference  opened  with  a  theater  setup, 
changed  overnight  to  an  arena  setup,  and  on  the 
third  day  returned  to  theater  equipment.  The  cost 
was  about  $130  per  conversion  in  that  case. 

Another  sequence:  Thursday,  opera;  Friday,  re- 
move stage  and  install  TV  units;  Saturday,  plans  for 
a  TV  closed  circuit  program  were  cancelled  at  the 
last  minute;  Sunday,  rehearse  for  newly  scheduled 
memorial  service;  Monday,  memorial  service  in  the 
morning;  install  basketball  floor  in  afternoon;  Tues- 
day, basketball  game. 

A  compact  schedule  from  part  of  February  and 
March  is  shown  on  page  72. 

On  April  30  we  had  the  dress  rehearsal  for 
Gypsy,  after  which  the  building  was  converted.  On 
May  1,  the  building  was  open  for  Honors  Day  from 
noon  until  2:30,  when  the  principals  moved  to  a  re- 
ception in  the  Assembly  Hall  lounge.  At  2 :  30  a  con- 
version began.  At  7:30  p.m.  on  the  same  day  the 
doors  were  opened  for  a  night  performance  of  Gypsy, 
with  stage  and  scenery  replacing  the  Honors  Convoca- 
tion setup. 

The  basketball  floor  requires  about  24  man-hours 
for  installation,  slightly  less  for  removal.  The  stage 
requires  about  24  man-hours.  Curtains  go  up  in  about 


one  hour.    The  acoustical  shell  goes  up  in  24  man- 
hours. 

WHICH  PURPOSE? 

More  than  half  the  sessions  in  the  Assembly  Hall 
have  utilized  the  theater  setup.  Most  of  the  others 
have  made  use  of  the  arena  setup. 

The  several  sessions  held  by  the  various  confer- 
ences plus  the  repeat  performances  of  several  pro- 
grams and  one-night  stands  of  others  totaled  102 
sessions  during  the  fiscal  year,  or  141  sessions  for  the 
entire  sixteen  months.    Included  were:

The  numerous  sessions  of  various  conferences 
helped  boost  the  theater  total;  basketball  accounted 
for  most  of  the  arena  total. 

Types  of  attractions  still  not  presented  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  include  a  number  that  would  make 
use  of  the  arena  setup  and  the  exhibition  hall  setup, 
thus  giving  promise  of  increase  there  and  better  bal- 
ance in  the  future. 

Greater  flexibility  than  anticipated  is  possible  in 
the  theater  quadrant.  The  proscenium  setup  (A,  at 
right)  includes  more  than  3,600  seats  within  the 
proper  sight  lines  for  the  limited  stage  widths  of  mu- 
sicals and  dramas. 

The  concert  setup  (B)  has  4,200  seats  and  sight 
lines  for  symphonies,  other  concerts,  and  programs  by 
jazz  or  folk  artists.    The  acoustical  shell  may  be  used

in  this  setup.  It  is  the  basic  arrangement  for  the 
theater  quadrant. 

The  open  setup  (C)  calls  for  the  stage  platform 
to  be  in  the  center,  the  masking  gray  curtains  to  be 
replaced  with  blue  curtains  that  box  off  the  over- 
head lights  and  gear  hut  do  not  interfere  with  sight 
lines  from  any  of  8.400  seats.  A  back-drop  curtain 
masks  the  unused  seating  area  and  focuses  attention 
on  the  platform.  This  setup  has  been  used  for  Honors 
Day  and  for  shows  by  Allan  Sherman  and  others. 

Three  quadrants  (D)  comprise  the  seating  for 
events  requiring  scenery  or  a  back-drop  that  blocks  off 
other  seats.  This  has  been  used  for  ice  shows  and 
convocations. 

The  full  circle  ot  seats  (E)  gives  the  basic  arena 
setup.  This  four-quadrant  setup  is  used  for  basketball, 
drill  meets,  pageantry. 

Four  quadrants  plus  additional  chairs  on  the  arena 
floor  (F)  give  maximum  seating  capacity.  A  stage 
may  be  added  at  center  or  one  end,  as  for  Commence- 
ment. 
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UPHOLSTERED   SEATS 

Managers  of  all  auditoriums  and  theaters  are 
aware  that  vandals  are  likely  to  damage  property, 
particularly  upholstered  seats.  Often  these  are  slashed 
with  knives  during  times  large  numbers  of  teen-agers 
are  present.  Anticipating  this,  the  Assembly  Hall  ac- 
quired a  number  of  spare  units  of  upholstery  material 
against  the  day  seats  in  the  theater  quadrant  would 
be  slashed.  After  sixteen  months  and  874,000  people, 
not  a  single  seat  has  been  damaged. 
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THEATER  GRIDIRON 

The  heart  of  the  Assembly  Hall  operation  is 
found  in  the  fact  that  the  theater  grid  exists  and  that 
it  is  located  at  the  center  of  the  building.  This  is  the 
primary  difference  between  this  building  and  several 
other  arenas.  It  allows  us  the  great  flexibility  that 
the  Assembly  Hall  enjoys. 

Generally,  the  gridiron  has  been  a  successful  in- 
stallation and  operation.  In  detail,  it  will  be  advis- 
able to  speed  up  the  rate  at  which  battens  may  be 
moved.  There  is  a  possibility  for  adding  more  mask- 
ing curtains,  and  the  present  gear  includes  some 
roughed-in  elements  for  this  possible  expansion.  Ad- 
ditional equipment  may  be  needed  to  accommodate 
the  acoustical  shell  more  readily. 

The  unique  varieties  of  theater  light  battens  and 
light  bulbs  have  proven  successful.  The  feasibility 
of  installing  and  removing  the  huge  masking  curtains 
has  been  demonstrated,  and  this  operation  will  be 
improved  with  the  ultimate  delivery  of  the  additional 


curtain  boxes  included  in  the  initial  contract.  This 
delivery  was  postponed  until  final  sewing  and  sizing 
of  the  curtains  could  be  completed  after  the  initial 
season. 

ACOUSTICS  AND  SOUND  REINFORCEMENT 

While  round  buildings  often  have  problems  in 
acoustics  and  sound,  the  Assembly  Hall  has  enjoyed 
unusually  favorable  results  and  reactions. 

Praise  for  the  acoustics  has  come  from  Robert 
Shaw,  of  the  Robert  Shaw  Chorale;  Wolfgang 
Sawallisch,  director  of  the  Vienna  Symphony;  cast  of 
the  New  York  City  Center  Opera;  and  particularly 
from  Eugene  Ormandy  and  the  Philadelphia  Orches- 
tra, as  well  as  local  music  authorities.  Inquiries  about 
our  experience  and  results  in  acoustics  have  come  from 
numerous  institutions  and  architects  planning  similar 
arcnas. 

The  sound  reinforcing  system  is  unusual  in  that 
it  can  serve  any  quarter,  either  half,  any  three  quar- 
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icis,  or  the  full  circle  of  scats.  Movement  of  two 
speakers  solved  some  preliminary  problems,  and  other 
adjustments  have  improved  sound  heard  on  the  arena 
floor.  Decibel  tests  reveal  highly  constant  sound 
throughout  the  theater  quadrant.  Sound  can  serve 
the  Stage  ill  the  center  or  at  either  end  of  the  arena. 

In  the  immediate  future  it  will  be  necessary  to 
determine  whether  to  enlarge  the  sound  control  panel 
facilities,  whether  to  install  a  forward  ceiling  for  the 
acoustical  shell,  and  whether  a  small-cast  drawing 
loom  drama  can  he  presented  successfully. 

At  the  other  end  of  the  acoustics  spectrum,  Assem- 
blv  Hall  crowds  are  no  more  noisy  than  those  at  Huff 
Gym  for  organized  basketball  cheering.  But  given 
an  exciting  game  or  play,  the  Assembly  Hall  resounds 
to  the  shouting  of  Illini  fans. 

WHEEL  CHAIR  ACCOMMODATIONS 

When  the  Assembly  Hall  orders  the  tickets  for 
Tier  A  locations,  it  calls  for  fourteen  rows  of  tickets, 
although  there  are  only  thirteen  rows  of  chairs.  The 
buyers  for  the  fourteenth  row  bring  their  own  chairs 
—  wheel  chairs. 

Students  from  the  University's  Rehabilitation 
center  have  made  extensive  use  of  the  Assembly  Hall 
wheel  chair  accommodations.  Nearly  a  hundred  wheel 
chairs  at  a  time  have  been  in  use  during  some  of  the 
Assembly  Hall  arena  events,  and  scores  have  come  in 
wheel  chairs  to  see  events  in  the  theater  quadrant. 
Portable  chairs  are  provided  for  ticket  holders  who 
wish  to  sit  with  paraplegic  friends.  In  addition,  there 
have  been  dozens  of  persons  from  the  general  public 
bringing  wheel  chairs  or  arriving  on  crutches  and  ask- 
ing for  special  seating. 

The  wheel  chair  area  has  been  of  specific  value 
for  Commencement  exercises  when  elderly  relatives 
of  candidates  have  been  eager  to  attend. 

Entrances  and  restrooms  also  are  fitted  out  for 
paraplegics.  Groups  interested  in  rehabilitation  have 
toured  the  Assembly  Hall  to  see  these  facilities. 

SAFETY 

The  excellent  safety  record  made  during  construc- 
tion of  the  Assembly  Hall  has  been  continued  in 
operation  of  the  Hall.  No  deaths  or  critical  injuries 
were  incurred  among  the  several  hundred  workmen 
who  built  the  structure.    Incidence  of  injury  was  low. 


The  same  is  true  now  after  hundreds  of  thousands 
ol   visitors  have  been  here. 

Among  the  lew  injuries  that  have  occurred  at  the 
Assembly  Hall  have  been  three"  fractures,  but  none 
has  been  attributable  to  the  construction  or  operation 
ol  the  Assembly  Hall.  In  addition,  one  woman  sus- 
tained a  stroke.  For  most  events  a  nurse  is  on  duty, 
and  for  some  there  are  two  nurses  and  a  doctor. 

Citing  the  enviable  safety  record,  however,  is  not 
to  say  the  first  aid  room  has  not  been  busy.  In  the 
fiscal  year,  426  persons  have  been  helped.  Since  open- 
ing day,  743  persons  have  come  to  the  first  aid  room 
for  assistance.  Most  of  them  have  asked  for  aspirin 
or  band-aids.  More  than  a  few  participants  in  As- 
sembly Hall  events  have  been  treated  here  for  nervous 
stomachs.  Conference  registrants  have  arranged  to 
come  here  for  periodic  insulin  shots  during  their  stay. 
Conferences  of  adult  organizations  have  brought  the 
largest  numbers  to  the  first  aid  room;  Boy  Scout 
executives  made  225  calls,  and  Church  of  the 
Brethren  members  made  179.  Injuries  to  employees 
of  the  Hall  have  been  few  and  minor  despite  the 
tonnage  of  equipment  handled  and  the  frequent  press 
of  time.

EVALUATION  OF  EQUIPMENT 

There  have  been  no  failures  or  disappointments 
of  specialized  movable  equipment  for  the  Assembly 
Hall.  There  is  general  and  usually  enthusiastic  ap- 
proval of  the  basketball  floor.  The  stage  has  proved 
out  except  for  some  noise  problems,  and  we  feel  we 
have  found  a  way  to  correct  that.  The  theater  cur- 
tains have  worked  well;  the  wrinkling  problem  we 
feared  has  not  developed. 

The  stacking  and  ganging  chairs  have  held  up 
strongly,  and  on  this  basis,  others  in  the  University 
are  seeking  the  same  type.  Similarly,  our  experience 
with  ticket  rack  units  has  led  others  to  buy  duplicates. 
The  booth  framing  equipment  has  been  used  for 
dozens  of  additional  purposes,  and  we  plan  to  buy 
more  of  it.  The  fork  lift  has  been  indispensable; 
thought  has  been  given  to  adding  a  second  one  as 
our  schedule  tightens  up.  Window  washing  needs 
have  been  met  with  a  very  simple  aluminum  pipe 
and  brush  unit.  Floor  scrubbers,  follow  spot-lights, 
sign-making  equipment,  and  other  special  equipment 
have  proved  their  value. 

PARKING 

Construction  of  the  Assembly  Hall  parking  lots 
was  not  completed  until  midway  in  the  first  full  sea- 
son, when  lighting  fixtures  finally  were  delivered  and 
installed.  The  four  lots  were  surfaced  and  curbed, 
lined  and  lighted.  They  accommodate  about  2,000 
cars  at  present. 

A  national  rule-of-thumb  is  that  an  average  of 
3.5  persons  arrive  in  each  car.  On  that  basis,  the 
2,000  spaces  will  accommodate  transportation  for 
audiences  up  to   7,000.    Since  hundreds  of  students 


walk  to  Assembly  Hall  events,  the  parking  facilities 
actually  are  adequate  even  for  basketball-sized  crowds. 
When  Assembly  Hall  spaces  are  filled,  other  Univer- 
sity space  across  the  street  is  used. 

Roughly  two-thirds  of  the  Assembly  Hall  motor 
traffic  comes  from  Champaign.  One  third  comes 
from  the  direction  of  Urbana.  Virtually  every  ap- 
proaching or  departing  auto  uses  or  crosses  Kirby- 
Florida  Avenue. 

Assembly  Hall  parking  lots  are  operated  by  attend- 
ants, many  of  them  part-time  employees  who  also  are 
students.  Cars  flow  into  the  lots  rapidly.  However, 
last-minute  arrivals  line  up  on  Kirby  and  Florida, 
causing  traffic  jams  and  slow-ups.  The  consensus  of 
trained  observers  is  that  the  delays  are  caused  by  limi- 
tations in  capacities  of  surrounding  streets  rather  than 
of  the  parking  lots.  Expansion  of  the  street  network 
south  of  the  Assembly  Hall  and  leading  both  east  and 
west  will  help  the  situation  in  the  future. 

The  Assembly  Hall  is  most  fortunate  to  have  its 
quantity  of  parking  space;  most  similar  buildings, 
many  of  national  repute,  do  not  have  nearly  as  much 
parking  available. 

During  the  first  months  of  operation,  organizations 
using  the  Assembly  Hall  have  been  asked  to  pay  for 
the  cost  of  parking  lot  attendants.  In  the  future  it  is 
contemplated  that  in  part  of  the  cases  a  charge  will 
be  made  to  the  motorist.  A  minimal  fee  will  be 
charged  for  parking  during  some  events;  coin- 
operated  gates  will  be  in  use  on  days  when  there  is 
no  public  event  in  the  Hall.  This  plan  for  charging 
is  necessary  in  order  to  maintain  the  lots  in  top  con- 
dition. The  charge  also  is  a  phase  of  the  University's 
over-all  parking  plan.

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STAFF  DEVELOPMENT 

Greal   progress  lias  been  made  in  building  and 

training  an  Assembly  Hall  stall.  Personnel  has  been 
developed  for  handling  tickets,  for  crowd  control,  and 
for  other  specialized  demands. 

In  the  initial  sixteen  months  there  has  been  very 
little  turnover  among  employees.  Of  the  present 
twenty-four  employees,  seventeen  were  hired  at  or 
before  the  opening  of  the  building,  two  have  been 
promoted  to  better  positions  within  the  organization, 
and  two  have  been  changed  from  extra  help  cate- 
gories to  permanent  positions. 

Included  are  eleven  in  the  multipurpose  category 
of  attendant:  two  stagehands;  one  technician  or 
electrician:  two  building  engineers:  one  stage  super- 
visor: two  stenographers;  one  secretary;  one  account- 
ant; one  ticket  supervisor;  one  assistant  director;  and 
one  director. 

Among  the  employees  are  members  of  the  elec- 
trical workers',  the  stagehands'  and  the  teamsters' 
unions,  as  well  as  numerous  nonunion  employees. 
Jurisdiction  over  sound  and  light  operation  recently 
was  changed  from  electricians  to  stagehands. 

Since  little  similar  work  exists  in  this  area,  most 
of  the  employees  have  benefitted  from  experience  and 
on-the-job  training  in  Assembly  Hall  operations. 

Difficulty  has  been  experienced  in  locating  some- 
one  to   fill   the   position   of   building   superintendent. 

The  Assembly  Hall  contracts  with  a  publicist  to 
handle  its  publicity,  promotion,  and  advertising  on  a 
nine-months  basis.  The  Assembly  Hall  also  retains 
the  services  of  the  Housing  Division's  accounting  per- 
sonnel: development  of  our  own  personnel  in  this 
area  will  reduce  the  amount  of  work  for  which  we 
turn  to  Housing. 

PART-TIME  EMPLOYEES 

For  most  events  it  is  necessary  to  add  extra  help 
to  assist  the  permanent  staff  of  the  Assembly  Hall. 
The  categories  include  ushers,  gatemen,  car  parkers, 
cashiers,  concession  salesmen,  and  nurses.  In  addi- 
tion, we  hire  part-time  personnel  as  guides  for  tourists 
on  weekends.  All  are  hired  through  the  Office  of 
Xonacademic  Personnel  or  Student  Employment. 

The  Assembly  Hall  hired  extra  help  for  13,471 
man-hours  in  the  fiscal  year,  at  a  cost  of  $20,985. 


Among  the  largest  users  of  extra  help  were  the 
seven-performance  run  of  Ice  Capades,  which  used 
131  people  for  a  total  of  3,426  hours,  and  the  IHSA 
basketball  tournament  which  used  78  people  for 
1,656  hours.  Commencement  requires  95  ushers, 
bringing  the  number  of  extra  employees  to  143. 

Efforts  are  made  to  employ  students.  But  they  are 
not  always  willing  to  work.  Many  of  the  extra  help 
regulars  are  also  employees  of  the  University  or  of  the 
Post  Office,  or  of  small  businesses  in  Champaign- 
Urbana. 

Of  the  Ice  Capades  extra  help,  42  were  students. 
For  basketball  games,  where  ushers  are  volunteers 
rather  than  employees,  about  85  per  cent  are  students. 

A  typical  payroll  of  extra  help  for  a  theater  quad- 
rant event  includes  nine  parkers,  eight  gatemen,  three 
usher  supervisors,  two  cashiers,  and  one  nurse.  Uni- 
versity police  may  also  be  hired  to  handle  traffic. 

CONCESSIONS 

Refreshment  operations  have  been  limited  to  the 
sale  of  soft  drinks,  except  that  hot  dogs  also  were  sold 
at  the  1964  state  basketball  tournament. 

From  one  to  six  serving  stands  are  available  for  use 
in  any  portion  of  the  office  or  concourse  levels,  with 
the  setup  varying  according  to  the  type  of  event  and 
the  audience. 

In  the  fiscal  year,  concessions  grossed  $18,197, 
resulting  in  a  22.8  per  cent  profit.  Drink  sales  totaled 
98,399. 

The  peak  event  for  this  operation  was  the  1964 
high  school  basketball  tournament,  when  sales  in- 
cluded 37,333  drinks  and  16,813  hot  dogs. 

Sports  events  and  certain  conferences  have  brought 
the  greatest  concession  business.  Ballet,  opera,  and 
symphony  programs  require  only  a  single  counter, 
sales  are  low,  and  often  there  is  a  small  loss;  however, 
the  public  wants  the  service  to  be  provided. 

Vendors  do  not  operate  in  the  seating  area  and 
customers  may  not  take  drinks  to  their  seats.  The 
pre-mix  type  of  drink  is  offered,  providing  a  higher 
and  constant  quality  but  curtailing  profit  potentials 
somewhat.  Three  name-brand  flavors  now  are 
offered.  In  the  future  it  is  expected  we  would  limit 
sales  to  one  brand  of  cola,  whereas  two  are  offered 
now.  In  addition,  a  low-calorie  cola  drink  may  be 
added. 
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PROGRAM  BOOKLETS 

An  auxiliary  phase  of  concession  operations  has 
to  do  not  with  refreshments,  hut  with  other  sales 
within  a  building  of  this  nature.  The  Assembly  Hall 
does  not  permit  sale  of  novelties  or  most  other  items; 
however,  program  booklets  are  available  as  souvenirs 
at  many  of  the  entertainment  events.  The  Assembly 
Hall  collects  a  percentage  of  the  net  income  from 
such  program  sales. 

Audiences  for  different  types  of  events  buy  pro- 
grams in  varying  ratios.  These  ratios  have  developed 
here: 

For  My  Fair  Lady  one  person  in  eight  bought  a  pro- 
gram. 
For  the  IHSA  Tournament  the  ratio  was  1  to  5.1. 
For  Ice  Capades  in  1963  the  ratio  was  1  to  3.7. 
For  Ice  Capades  in  1964  it  again  was  exactly  1  to  3.7. 

CATERING 

Food  service  at  the  Assembly  Hall  included  the 
President's  luncheons  on  home  football  game  days, 
plus  coffee  and  doughnut  service  for  several  organiza- 
tions which  were  in  session  at  the  Assembly  Hall.  Re- 
freshments were  provided  for  a  social  hour  conducted 
by  the  University  of  California  for  its  alumni  of  this 
area. 

An  unusual  catering  event  called  for  operation  of 
twelve  simultaneous  receptions,  one  for  each  college  or 
school,  on  the  concourse  following  the  New  Year  Con- 
vocation in  September. 

Catering  here  is  arranged  through  the  Illini  Union 
or  the  Housing  Division's  food  services,  and  use  is 
made  of  the  Assembly  Hall's  catering  kitchen.  Trans- 
portation costs  add  to  the  expenses,  and  the  Hall's 
single  meeting  area  has  a  very  limited  capacity.  It  is 
not  expected  that  food  service  activities  will  increase 
appreciably  in  the  near  future. 

HONORS  AND  CITATIONS 

The  Assembly  Hall  has  been  a  subject  of  much 
interest  among  professional  groups  as  well  as  with  the 
public,  and  it  has  won  several  honors.  The  American 
Institute  of  Architects  designated  the  Assembly  Hall 
as  a  recipient  of  an  Award  of  Merit  in  its  1964  Honor 
Awards  Program.  The  Illinois  Society  of  Professional 
Engineers  cited  the  Assembly  Hall  as  one  of  the  seven 
outstanding  engineering  wonders  of  Illinois. 


The  director  of  the  Assembly  Hall  was  invited  to 
present  a  paper  before  the  United  States  Institute  for 
Theatre  Technology  in  New  York  during  April. 

Further  tribute  has  been  paid  to  the  Assembly 
Hall  through  the  large  number  of  articles  and  pictures 
published  in  newspapers  and  magazines  of  both  gen- 
eral and  special  circulation  both  in  America  and  over- 
seas. And  attention  has  been  noted  from  the  scores 
of  inquiries  received  from  those  who  plan  similar 
arenas. 

PUBLICITY  FOR  EVENTS 

Promotional  and  publicity  requirements  for  As- 
sembly Hall  activities  are  of  such  a  range  that  a 
publicist  has  been  retained  on  a  contract  basis  for  nine 
months  of  the  year.  This  work  being  of  a  different 
technique  than  that  of  the  Public  Information  Office, 
the  two  operations  are  kept  separate. 

The  promotion  of  an  Assembly  Hall  event  in- 
volves the  preparation  of  material  and  purchase  of 
time  or  space  for  advertising  on  television  and  radio 
and  in  newspapers  through  a  wide  area  of  Illinois. 
These  news  organizations  also  are  supplied  with  fea- 
tures and  other  material  about  the  shows.  Assembly 
Hall  personnel  works  closely  with  reporters  and 
photographers  on  all  activities.  Personal  relationships 
between  news  personnel  and  Assembly  Hall  personnel 
have  been  especially  favorable. 

Promotional  work  also  includes  use  of  billboards, 
direct  mail,  window  cards,  and  campus  informational 
media. 

The  Assembly  Hall  publicity  department  is  pre- 
pared to  undertake  campaigns  for  student  organiza- 
tions using  the  Hall.  These  services  have  been  re- 
quested by  Illini  Union  Student  Activities  for  stunt 
shows  and  musicals  and  by  Pershing  Rifles  Drill  Team 
for  its  annual  invitational  drill  meet.  It  is  expected 
that  such  requests  will  be  expanded  and  the  services 
extended. 

PUBLICITY  FOR  THE  ASSEMBLY  HALL 

The  Assembly  Hall's  unique  architecture  has 
earned  it  widespread  attention  from  newspapers,  mag- 
azines, and  broadcasters.  Local  newspapers  and  sta- 
tions have  given  blanket  coverage  of  Assembly  Hall 
news.  The  two  newspapers  published  special  editions 
at  the  time  of  the  opening.  Television  stations  have 
carried  news  film  and  special  feature  programs  about 
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it.  There  lias  been  libera]  coverage  by  other  news- 
papers and  broadcasters  in  the  Central  Illinois  area. 

The  Chicago  Tribune,  in  particular,  and  the  Daily 
Newi  and  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch  and  other  Chicago 

and  St.  Louis  newspapers  have  published  excellent 
articles.  The  statewide  TV  network  set  up  for  the 
high  school  basketball  tournament  has  carried  several 
excellent  features  about  the  Assembly  Hall.  Radio 
stations  have  interviewed  Hall  personnel  at  the  same 
event. 

The  architectural  and  engineering  trade  press  have 
published  numerous  articles,  one  of  the  latest  being 
in  Progrt  tsive  Architecture.  The  New  York  Times, 
Amusement  Business  magazine,  and  the  U.S.  State 
Department's  publication  for  sale  in  Iron  Curtain 
territory  are  among  the  publications  featuring  the 
Assembly  Hall.  A  manufacturer's  catalog  uses  a  photo 
of  the  Assembly  Hall  for  its  cover.  Many  local  and 
areawide  sen  ice  clubs  and  organizations  have  heard 
talks  about  the  Assembly  Hall  by  its  director. 


CHARM  BRACELETS  AND  T-SHIRTS 

A  Champaign  bank  uses  a  drawing  of  the  Assem- 
bly Hall  on  its  billboards.  Two  TV  stations  use 
Assembly  Hall  photos  as  a  signature.  The  Champaign 
Lions  Club  includes  a  sketch  of  the  building  on  its 
letterhead.  University  publications  make  use  of  As- 
sembly Hall  pictures  for  the  covers. 

Local  delegations  to  a  sorority  convention  and 
another  to  a  convention  of  the  League  of  Women 
Voters  have  exhibited  displays  that  featured  the 
Assembly  Hall.  Advertising  of  a  restaurant  tells  its 
distance  from  the  Assembly  Hall.  An  auto  dealer,  a 
political  candidate,  and  a  telephone  company  are 
among  the  many  who  have  used  the  Assembly  Hall 
as  a  background  for  photographs.  Literature  pro- 
moting tourism  in  Illinois  features  the  Assembly  Hall. 

Jewelry  stores  offer  Assembly  Hall  charms  for 
bracelets.  Sporting  goods  stores  display  a  variety  of 
sweat  shirts  and  T-shirts  with  the  Assembly  Hall 
depicted  on  the  front.

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ATHLETIC  ASSOCIATION 

About  10,000  square  feet  of  Assembly  Hall  space 
is  rented  to  the  Athletic  Association  for  office  pur- 
poses. Principal  offices  of  the  University  of  Illinois 
Athletic  Association  are  located  at  the  office  level  of 
the  Assembly  Hall.  Included  are  offices  of  the  di- 
rector of  athletics,  assistant  directors,  business  ma- 
nager, ticket  manager,  publicity  manager,  and  most 
of  the  coaches. 

Continued  construction  of  the  building  delayed 
use  of  the  Athletic  Association  offices  until  June,  1963. 
Since  that  time,  not  only  the  routine  office  work  of 
the  Association  but  also  such  special  assignments  as 
ticket  sales  and  publicity  on  the  Rose  Bowl  excursion 
and  the  high  school  basketball  tournaments  have  been 
completed  at  the  Assembly  Hall. 

Formerly,  the  exchange  of  AA  books  for  basketball 
season  tickets  took  several  days.  Now,  using  the 
Assembly  Hall  box  office  facilities,  the  great  majority 
of  the  exchanges  are  made  during  a  single  day. 
Similarly,  sales  of  football  tickets  are  handled  rapidly 
by  the  Athletic  Association  personnel  using  Assembly 
Hall  windows. 

STAR  COURSE 

The  University's  student  organization  for  opera- 
tion of  a  concert  series,  the  Star  Course,  has  made 
extensive  use  of  the  Assembly  Hall  during  the  fiscal 
year. 

Twelve  Star  Course  events  were  given  in  the 
Assembly  Hall  during  the  year.  Ten  of  these  were 
"extras"  and  two  of  them  were  included  in  the  con- 
cert series.  Other  series  events  were  in  the  University 
Auditorium. 

ILLINI  UNION  STUDENT  ACTIVITIES 

IUSA  has  presented  two  events  in  the  Assembly 
Hall.  First  was  its  annual  Stunt  Show,  a  part  of  the 
activities  for  Homecoming  weekend  in  the  fall.  The 
other  was  a  student  production  of  the  musical  Gypsy. 
The  latter'  engagement  was  for  four  performances  in 
three  days. 

J  he  Assembly  Hall  personnel,  whether  it  be  stage- 
hand 01  publicist,  has  sought  to  work  closely  with 
student  organizations  which  make  use  of  the  building. 
Many    individuals   who   get    no   extra    pay   have   con- 


tributed long  hours  in  an  effort  to  be  helpful  in  build- 
ing sets,  verifying  ticket  manifests,  or  posing  publicity 
shots. 

DIGNITARIES,  CELEBRITIES 

Scope  of  the  Assembly  Hall's  participation  in 
University  affairs  and  its  added  contribution  to  these 
activities  are  indicated  by  a  partial  list  of  national 
figures  and  dignitaries  who  took  part  in  events  during 
the  preview  and  fiscal  seasons:

campus. 

ADVISORY  BOARD 

The  President  appoints  four  students  and  four 
faculty  members  who  make  up  the  Assembly  Hall 
Advisory  Board.  It  is  asked  to  act  in  advisory  capa- 
cities to  the  Director  of  the  Assembly  Hall,  and  it 
also  has  authority  in  establishing  rental  rates. 


FOR  THE  FUTURE 

Initial  operations  have  shown  what  the  Assembly 
Hall's  needs  in  the  future  will  be.  There  will  be  need 
for  more  storage  space,  for  more  meeting  rooms,  for 
weather  protection  to  the  outside  box  office  counters, 
tor  an  illuminated  sign  outside,  and  for  more  stage 
curtains  inside.  The  question  of  whether  to  air  condi- 
tion the  building  is  sure  to  come  up  repeatedly. 

Completion  of  the  region's  network  of  interstate 
highways  is  important  to  the  Assembly  Hall  for  the 
effect  this  will  have  on  distances  which  people  will 
drive  to  attend  events.  Coupled  with  this  is  the 
present  construction  of  several  new  motels  and  the 
discussion  of  plans  for  others.  This  additional  capa- 
city for  overnight  guests  in  the  cities  increases  the 
appeal  of  the  Assembly  Hall  to  conference  planners. 
The  Assembly  Hall  staff  works  closely  with  the 
chambers  of  commerce,  hotel-motel,  and  tourism 
groups  in  this  connection.

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Description  of  Facilities 

The  proceeds  of  Series  A  and  B,  1960  bonds  were  used  to  construct  an  addition  to 
the  Illini  Union  Building  and  an  addition  to  McKinley  Hospital  to  be  used  as  a 
student  health  center. 

Addition  to  the  Illini  Union  Building 

The  addition  to  the  Illini  Union  is  a  five-story  building  totaling  150,000  square 
feet.  It  is  connected  to  the  original  Illini  Union  on  the  ground  floor  and  first  floor 
level.  The  guest  room  facilities  on  the  third  and  fourth  floors  and  the  new  cafeteria 
and  bowling  lanes  on  the  ground  floor  were  completed  and  opened  for  use  on  Jan- 
uary 1,  1963.  The  remainder  of  the  addition  was  placed  into  use  in  May,  1963.  As  a 
part  of  this  project,  the  ground  floor  area  of  the  original  building  was  remodeled  to 
provide  a  modern  kitchen  to  serve  the  old  and  new  facilities  and  dining  areas.  The 
original  cafeteria  dining  room  was  also  remodeled  and  placed  in  service  in  December 
of  1963. 

The  ground  floor  of  the  addition  to  the  Illini  Union  contains  a  "free  flow"  cafete- 
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ria  serving  area;  a  dining  area  which  seats  approximately  500  persons:  20  bowling 
lanes;  and  public  restrooms  and  general  storage  rooms. 

The  first  floor  of  the  addition  contains  a  large  multipurpose  room  with  folding 
walls  which  is  utilized  for  luncheons,  dinners,  meetings,  and  exhibits:  three  lounges 
for  use  by  students  and  staff  for  relaxing,  visiting,  and  studying,  and  for  receptions 
and  teas;  an  art  display  room;  a  general  University  information  office;  a  merchandise 
and  control  desk;  a  centralized  office  area  for  the  Illini  Union  building  staff;  and 
public  restrooms  and  storage  areas. 

The  second  floor  contains  offices  and  meeting  rooms  for  the  use  of  student  activity 
organizations,  meeting  rooms  for  general  use  by  the  University  community,  and 
public  restrooms  and  storage  areas;  the  third  and  fourth  floors  contain  a  total  of  76 
guest  rooms  for  use  as  overnight  accommodations  by  visitors  to  the  University;  the 
fifth  floor  contains  the  mechanical  equipment  necessary  for  the  air  conditioning  and 
ventilation  system  of  the  addition. 

Students  and  staff  of  the  University  utilize  the  lounges,  art  display  room,  multi- 
purpose room,  meeting  rooms,  and  the  other  general  facilities  without  charge. 
Patrons  of  the  food  services,  the  merchandise  desk,  the  bowling  lanes,  and  the  guest 
rooms  are  charged  prices  and  rates  sufficient  to  cover  operating  expenses  and  to 
supplement  the  student  fee  income  to  meet  the  debt  service  requirement. 

Remodeling  of  the  Pine  Lounge,  Browsing  Room,  and  Wedgwood  Lounge  in  the 
original  Illini  Union  building  was  completed  in  June,  1964.  The  Pine  Lounge  and 
Browsing  Room  will  become  "The  Book  Center."  This  facility  will  be  devoted  to  the 
encouragement  of  supplemental  and  recreational  reading  by  faculty  and  students.  It 
will  stock  and  offer  for  sale  approximately  10,000  quality  paperback  books.  The 
Wedgwood  Lounge  will  become  an  expanded  browsing  library.  These  facilities  were 
scheduled  for  full  completion  by  July  15,  1964. 

In  January,  1964,  minor  but  significant  changes  were  made  in  the  equipment  and 
serving  methods  of  the  snack  bar  to  meet  the  mushrooming  demand  for  this  type  of 
food  service. 

Plans  for  the  new  billiard  room  to  be  located  in  the  former  bowling  lane  area  on 
the  ground  floor  of  the  original  Illini  Union  building  were  completed  in  the  late 
spring  of  1964.   The  contractor  was  scheduled  to  begin  work  in  August,  1964. 

The  new  room  will  contain  23  tables.  The  present  billiard  room  has  11.  Billiards 
is  an  extremely  popular  and  low  cost  recreational  activity  which  now  appeals  to  both 
men  and  women.  The  new  billiard  room  will  contribute  additional  financial  sup- 
port to  the  operation  of  the  Illini  Union. 

When  the  present  billiard  room  is  vacated,  the  area  is  scheduled  to  be  remodeled 
for  additional  dining  space  for  the  Colonial  Dining  Room.  Consultants  were  engaged 
early  in  1964  to  prepare  the  detailed  plans  for  this  project  and  related  changes  in 
the  Colonial  Room  kitchen  facilities. 

Philosophy  of  Operations 

The  philosophy  and  purpose  of  the  Illini  Union  are  identical  to  those  expressed 
in  the  following  statement  of  purpose,  adopted  by  the  General  Membership  of  the 
Association  of  College  Unions  in  1 956 : 
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77;<-  Role  of  the  College  Union 

1.  The  union  is  the  community  center  of  the  college,  for  all  the  members  of  the 
college  family  —  students,  faculty,  administration,  alumni,  and  guests.  It  is 
not  just  a  building:  it  is  also  an  organization  and  a  program.  Together  they 
represent  a  well-considered  plan  for  the  community  life  of  the  college. 

2.  As  the  ''living  room"  or  the  "hearthstone"  of  the  college,  the  union  provides  for 
the  services,  conveniences,  and  amenities  the  members  of  the  college  family 
need  in  their  daily  life  on  the  campus  and  for  getting  to  know  and  understand 
one  another  through  informal  association  outside  the  classroom. 

3.  The  union  is  part  of  the  educational  program  of  the  college.  As  the  center 
of  college  community  life,  it  serves  as  a  laboratory  of  citizenship,  training  stu- 
dents in  social  responsibility  and  for  leadership  in  our  democracy. 

Through  its  various  boards,  committees,  and  staff,  it  provides  a  cultural,  social, 
and  recreational  program,  aiming  to  make  free  time  activity  a  cooperative 
factor  with  study  in  education. 

In  all  its  processes  it  encourages  self-directed  activity,  giving  maximum  opportu- 
nity for  self-realization  and  for  growth  in  individual  social  competency  and 
group  effectiveness.    Its  goal  is  the  development  of  persons  as  well  as  intellects. 

4.  The  union  serves  as  a  unifying  force  in  the  life  of  the  college,  cultivating  endur- 
ing regard  for  and  loyalty  to  the  college. 

Description  of  Operations 

The  year  1963-64  was  the  first  full  year  of  operation  since  the  completion  of  all 
portions  of  the  Illini  Union  addition.  The  use  of  all  facilities  in  1963-64  was  excellent. 
Especially  significant  is  the  increase  in  use  of  fountain  and  snack  facilities,  lines  of 
bowling,  and  guest  room  occupancy.  The  following  is  a  comparative  summary  of  the 
use  of  Illini  Union  facilities  in  1963-64,  1962-63,  and  1961-62:

How  the  Original  Illini  Union  Was  Financed 

The  construction  of  the  Illini  Union,  completed  in  1941,  was  financed  from  a 
federal  grant  of  $544,000  and  an  insurance  company  loan  of  $656,000.  In  1947,  the 
indebtedness  of  the  building  was  refinanced  through  the  issuance  of  Revenue  Bonds 
at  a  substantial  saving  in  interest  costs.  This  indebtedness  was  paid  off  by  funds 
from  a  small  fee  assessed  against  each  student,  and  the  Revenue  Bonds  were  retired 
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in  full  in  1953,  four  years  in  advance  of  the  scheduled  maturity  date.  The  furnish- 
ings and  equipment  were  purchased  from  contributions  from  alumni,  faculty,  and 
friends. 

Student  Health  Center  Building 

The  Student  Health  Center  Building  is  an  addition  to  the  McKinley  Hospital 
Building.  It  contains  approximately  23,000  square  feet  and  consists  of  a  ground  floor, 
a  first  floor,  a  second  floor,  and  a  penthouse  attic  space.  The  Student  Health  Center 
Building  is  connected  to  McKinley  Hospital  on  the  ground  floor  and  first  floor  levels. 

On  the  ground  floor  of  the  Student  Health  Center  Building  are  located  physi- 
otherapy, laboratory,  group  therapy  and  interview  rooms,  a  medical  record  room, 
an  X-ray  department,  storage  rooms,  and  mechanical  equipment. 

The  first  floor  contains  a  reception  area,  a  clerical  area,  clinic  rooms,  a  dental 
examination  room,  and  administrative  offices. 

The  second  floor  houses  individual  offices  for  staff  doctors,  a  staff  conference  room, 
and  a  staff  lounge. 

The  attic  and  penthouse  contain  mechanical  equipment. 

The  Student  Health  Center  Building  was  placed  into  use  early  in  the  fall  of  1962.

Function 

The  Student  Services  Building  houses  the  offices  of  the  Dean  of  Students,  Dean  of 
Men,  Dean  of  Women,  Dean  of  Foreign  Students,  Student  Employment  Office, 
Coordinating  Placement  Office,  Student  Counseling  Bureau,  Security  Office,  and  the 
Housing  Division. 

Financial  Operations 

This  building  was  financed  through  the  sale  of  $1,350,000  Student  Services  Build- 
ing Bonds  of  1961.  The  bonds  are  to  be  retired  over  a  30-year  period  from  student 
fees  income  of  approximately  $3.00  per  semester. 

The  year's  financial  operation  resulted  in  total  income  of  $128,591  compared 
with  expenses  of  $49,995,  leaving  $78,596  available  for  debt  service.  The  net  income 
for  debt  service  of  $78,596  plus  income  from  sinking  fund  investments  of  $841 
amounted  to  $79,437  available  for  debt  service.  The  debt  service  requirement  of 
$52,256  was  earned  1.52  times.

The  Chicago  Circle  Union  Building  will  serve  the  completely  new  four-year 
campus  of  the  University  at  Chicago  Circle,  located  a  mile  west  of  Chicago's  Loop. 
The  Legislature  has  appropriated  $50,000,000  for  land  and  buildings  for  the  first 
phase  of  construction,  which  will  accommodate  9,000  students.  The  campus  will 
replace  the  two-year  program  started  at  Navy  Pier  after  World  War  II. 

The  Union  Building  Complex  will  consist  of  a  low-rise  building  of  three  stories, 
basement,  and  partial  sub-basement,  a  connecting  link  of  two  stories  and  basement, 
and  a  high-rise  building  of  eight  stories  and  basement,  all  totaling  372,226  square 
feet. 

The  low-rise  building  will  provide  a  swimming  pool,  rifle  range,  ping  pong  tables, 
billiard  tables,  bowling  alleys,  handball  courts,  weights  and  exercise  rooms,  ballet  and 
rhythmic  rooms,  fencing,  archery,  golf  driving  stations,  arts  and  crafts  hobby  area,  and 
lockers.  It  will  also  contain  a  campus  book  center  with  7,000  titles  available  both  for 
browsing  purposes  and  for  resale,  a  central  campus  bookstore,  food  service  facilities 
lot  1,700  persons,  with  seating  areas,  a  faculty  lounge  area,  a  central  lobby  including 
merchandise  desk,  building  staff  offices,  and  checking  facilities.

The  connecting  link  is  to  contain  food  storage,  freezers,  bakery,  and  shipping  dock, 
and  an  art  gallery  on  the  second  floor. 

In  the  high-rise  building  the  basement  will  provide  storage  and  mechanical  space. 
1  he  first  floor  will  be  an  open  court  providing  access  to  the  elevator  core.  The 
second  floor  will  provide  general  lounge  facilities  and  the  continuation  of  the  art 
gallery  from  the  connecting  link.  The  third  floor  will  contain  offices  for  staff  and 
student  organizations,  general  work  space  for  activities,  and  meeting  rooms.  The 
fourth  floor  will  provide  music  and  television  lounges.  The  fifth  floor  will  have  ten 
meeting  rooms,  which  are  divisible  into  various  sizes  and  shapes  for  the  purposes 
required.  The  sixth  and  seventh  floors  will  house  the  staff  for  the  Women's  Physical 
Education  Department,  and  the  ROTC  Department  on  a  temporary  basis,  but  will 
bs  converted  into  meeting  rooms  or  other  student  use  in  the  second  construction 
stage.  The  eighth  floor  is  to  provide  mechanical  and  storage  space,  as  well  as  space 
for  the  FM  radio  station  and  the  amateur  radio  club. 

A  fee  of  $40  a  semester  will  be  charged  to  all  students  when  the  Chicago  Circle 
campus  is  opened.  Students  and  staff  of  the  University  will  utilize  the  lounges,  the 
art  gallery,  multipurpose  rooms,  meeting  rooms,  music  lounge,  television  lounge, 
and  record  listening  lounge,  and  other  general  facilities  without  charge.  Patrons 
of  food  service,  the  bookstore,  the  main  desk,  the  recreational  facilities,  and 
other  revenue  departments  will  be  charged  prices  and  rates  sufficient  to  cover  operat- 
ing expenses  and  to  supplement  the  student  fee  income  to  meet  the  debt  service 
requirement. 

Four  on-grade  parking  lots  with  a  total  capacity  of  2,484  spaces  are  planned  for 
the  Chicago  Circle  Campus.  The  largest  lots  will  provide  sites  for  multilevel  parking- 
structures  when  the  demand  increases  to  the  point  that  they  are  economically  feasible.
